THE FINALEOF THE USURY BILL. 


much excitement has existed, and 
also furnishing reading matter to 


the exclusion of all other matter, 
came to a head in the House yester- 
day, and we are glad to chronicle its 
jinaie. The opposition vainly en- 


on the third readipg, and the bill 
passed just as it came from the Sen- 
ate. As its operation will go into ef- 
fect in 30 days, we herewith publish 
the bill in full, that all interested 
may have their ‘‘houses in order :’’ 

SECTION 1. The General Assembly 
of North Carolina do enact, Shat the 
legal rate of. interest shall be six per 
cent. per annum, or for such time as 
interest may. accrue, and no more; 
Provided, however, That upon special 
contract in writing, signed by the 
party to be charged therewith, or his 
agent, so great arate aseight percent. 
anay be allowed. 
| Sec. 2. That no person, banking 
institution, corporation, or company, 
upon any contract shall directly or 
indirectly take for loans of any 
moneys, wares, merchandise, real 
estate, or commodities whatever, 
above the value of six dollars or 
eight dollars as provided in section 
first of this act, by way of dis- 
count or interest for the forbear- 
ance of cne hundred dollars for 
one year, and so after the rate as 
above specified for a greater or less 
sum, or for a longer or shorter time. 
All bonds, contracts, and assu- 
rauces whatsoever, tor the payment 
of any principal or money to be 
lent, or coyenanted to be performed, 
upon or for any usury, whereupon or 
whereby there shall be reserved or 
taken above the rate of six duilars on 
the hundred as aforesaid shall be 
void, and every person, banking in- 
stitution, corporation or company, 
who, upon any contract, shall take, 
‘acceptand receive, by way of any 
corrupt bargain, loan or other means 
whatsoever, for the forbearing or 
giving day of payment, a rate of in- 
terest greater than hereinbefore spec- 
ified, shall forfeit and lose for every 
such offence, the double value of the 
moneys, Wares, merchandise or real 
estate so lent, bargained or exchan- 
ged to any person who will sue for 
the same. | 

Sec. 3. That every person, banking 
institution, corporation or company, 
and ail officers and agents of any 
ba. king institution, corporation or 
conuipany, who shali violate the pro- 


a misdemeanor, and, on conviction 
in the Superior Court, shall be fined 
not less than one hundred dollars «or 
more than one thousand dollars. 

Sec. 4. That the provisions of this 
act shall not be construed to apply to 
any existing contract made in con- 
formity with law, nor to invalidate 
any remedy or rights now exercised 
by any Building and Loan Associa- 
tion _— the redemptioh of their own 
stock.

Congress adjourns! But what a 
power of mischief may be done in 
those twelve days! 


West Virarmia has a Senator at 
last after a month’s balloting, and 
what is singular after so long a 
struggle, has elected one who is 
worthy of the position. Mr. Allen 
Caperton seems to be generally ac- 
ceptable, a good Democrat filling 
the place of a very objectionable 
Republican. Now let Wisconsin 
come with another Democrat. 


An injunction has been sued out 
to enjoin the holding of the next 
municipal election in Wilmington, 
on account of alleged disfranchise- 
ment of voters. The injunction is 
to be tried before Judge Bond in 
this city on the 6th of March. It 
would embarrass any one but Judge 
Bond to confirm the injunction, and 
we do not believe that even he will 
favor it. The pretence of disfran- 
chisement is a shallow one, as not 
aright is interfered with, except 
the right which would seem to be 
claimed as a vested one, of an un- 
scrupulous organized majority to 
prey upon the fortunes ofa hitherto 
helpless minority. To the aid of 
the latter, the Legislature has come, 
and it would be the part of a pure 
and and impartial judiciary to up- 
hold its action. 


OUR SENATORS. 

Despatches from Washington 
bring the gratifying information of 
the reputation which our Senators 
have brought to their State, and 
the increase of fame they have 
gained for themselves. On _ the 
Louisiana question Mr. Merrimon 
spoke on Wednesday night for six 
hours and on the the same subject, 
Mr. Ransom made a speech which 
is said to have been the best made 
in the Senate in twenty years. 

Mr. Merrimon has by his previous 
efforts. made a national reputation. 
Mr. Ransom has spoken but seldom, 


but we knew his capacities, and ; 


were confident that he would crown 
himself with honor whenever he 
chose to reach cut his hads for the 
laurel. 

After the Fourth of March, North 
Carolina may look upon her Con- 
gressional representation with pride 
and almost unmixed satisfaction. 


THE RESULUIIONS 

Introduced by G. W. Glenn in 
the House last week were fully dis- 
cussed on Thursday morning, and 
such was the interest in them that 
discussion was resumed at an even- 
ing session of the House. With- 
out definite action at the time, they 
were referred to a special committee 
of five to be appvinted by the 
Speaker. 

As was anticipated from the as- 
semblage of the Republican caucus 
on the night the resolutions were 
first introduced, and the conferences 
and consultations since, the aban- 
donment of the party was confined 
to Messrs. Glenn and Foote. They 
were consistent to their first posi- 
tions, and judging from their 
speeches and actions, true to their 
consciences, convictions and pled- 
ges. To others, who freely in pri- 
vate consersations had endorsed the 
action of Messrs. Glenn and Foote, 
and had signified their intention to 
imitate them, it is evident that the 
party lash was applied with unspar- 
ing vigor, and the party screws 
turned with relentless force. They 
remain with their party, and tamely 
accept the ignominious decree 
against which every Republican in 
the State was in rebellion last sum- 

mer on the stump. 

The people are hardly as pliant 
as the politicians, nor quite so for- 
getful as would be agreeable to the 
future fortunes of these gentlemen. 

The affair in its origin and con- 
duct was altogether Republican, or 
confined to those who had been mem- 
bers of it. The Democratic party 


therefore have no regrets to express 
that so few of that party had the 
co or independence to follow 
the dictates of that aroused sense of 
indignity which so nearly drove 
them to follow Mr. Glenn and Mr. 
Foote, and which enabled those

such abuses. A bill was introduced 
into the Senate some time since for- 
bidding the binding of white chil- 
dren to colored masters. The bill 
there obtained all the white vote. * 
was taken up in the House on 
Thursday and passed by a vote of 
88 to 12. Of these 12, one was 
white, Thorne of Warren, who has 
so thoroughly lost all pride of race 
that he voted to perpetuate this in- 
famous abuse. As he has chosen 
his own associates, he may not be 
conscious of the degradation. The 
colored voters voted as might have 
been expected, and incur no special 


censure. 


Tue proposition of Edmunds to 
strike out the resolution seating 
Pinchback and inserting that of the 
Committee on Privileges and Elec- 
tions, which is an instruction to re- 
port a bill declaring no constitution- 
al government exists in Louisiana, 
and providing for the election of 
Governor, Lieutenant Governor, 
members of the General Assembly, 
&e., might seem to offer a sulution 
to the troubles of Louisiana, if faith 
would bekept. Not that thereis any 
constitutional sanction for such ac- 
tion, but Louisiana has been put 
out of the pale of law and constitu- 
tions. The wrongs done her will 
not be undone. The grasp of the 
Federal power will never be loosen- 
ed, nor will the hold of the harpies 
upon her v:ta!s be relaxed from any 
recard for law or any tenderness for 
her sufferings. But if an election 
could be had uncontrolled by milita- 
ry guardianship, or held free from 
corrupt manipulation, it might be 
well to regard the elections within 
the last two years as blanks. But 
it is so dangerons an innovation and 


| so desperate a resort that unless 


forced to it, Louisiana should not 
accept the proposition. 


Ir 1s difficult to understand why 
it is that a people so thoroughly free 
in all their habits of thought, word 
and action as were the Americans ; 
who guarded personal and political 
liberty with such jealous care, and 
who engrafted upon their laws all 
those safeguards of freedom won 
with such pains by their British an- 


| 


cestry, should so suddenly have be- 
come indifferent, and view the nio- 
mentous movements of the Pres - 
dent of the United States with such 
listless eye. Do they realize what 
is the meaning of the suspension of 
the writ of habeas corpus? Do they 
know that the deprivation of that 
rizht at ounce effaces every traceof lib- 
erty, exacts at once an absolute per- 
sonal despotism, puts every indi- 
vidual at the mercy of arbitrary 
will, consigns him to dungeons 
without accusation and holds him 
there without appeal or the prospect 
of relief? Or which, if not put in 
force, broods with the weight of an 
unknown terror over every head, 
hushing the voice into whispers, 
and repressing action into sluggish 
suspicion ? | 

Yet such is the calamity which a 
President lustful of more power, 
and an obsequious Republican cau; 
cus hopeful of individnal advantage 
are preparing for the people uf the 
country. And it is an ominous fea- 
ture that the hope of averting it 
hangs not upon patriotism, but 
upon the jealous fears of rival as- 
pirants for the Presidency to whom 
no government will be left to which 
they can succeed, no honors left to 
which they can aspire. 

There are patriots in Congress, 
patriots of the North too, a small 
band who will struggle manfully for 
the salvation of constitutional liber- 
ty. The sincerity of some and the 
selfishness of others united may 
save the little that is left to us of 
freedom, until the great party who 
achieved its victory last year, and 
whose representatives stand ready 
to fill the places of the defeated and 
departing swarm shall seize the 
reins of government. Until then, 
liberty trembles in the balance.
